Tliere h m entrj' &cm June 2003 whei^ he was 
evaluated for chronic lower back pain due to a long history of sciatica. This condition was 
aggravated by proiooged silting and standing aini in this particular note, mention is made about 
interrogations in that the profongcd sitting had aggravaicd his pain. He had a toe injury in 
October 2003 Ihat he experienced wWle running during t^ec time. The detainee had a medical 
evflluation on 29 October 2003 and \hm had anotlicr medical evaluation on 13 May 2004.

4. Beatings. Tlie detainee stated Uiat he had beai beaten vrith fists and kicked over liis entire 

bod>'. Pai-ticxiiariy, he had received blows to flie face and ribs. 760 claimed that his tace was 

swoUen and bloody. He also claimed to have had trouble breatliing due to bruised ribs and fliat 

he was even beaten so severely that he became semi-concious for an extended period. He was 

bUjidfbided, made to sit in a cliah; Mid repeatedly laiocked firom lus sitting position by blows to 
the head. 

5. Sleep Deprivation 

a, Moderate. Guards would enter Ws living area and wake him up every hour. Upon liis 
wakening, tliey would tell liim to drink a bottle of water. The water wouM force tlie detainee to

stay awake l->ecause ofhis own inge to urinate. This niettiod of sleep deprivation continued every 
hour for two weeks . 

b. Extreme. He stated that he was forced to stay awake for 70 dsys. Tlie detainee described 
a room winch the detaiirees all called tlie "freezer". Hie detainee described this as an all steel 
isolation cell. Diuing Uie time tlie detainee was in this room, if he fell to the floor or leaned 
against a wall, tlie MP would enta^ die cell in a violent manner and force him back into a 
standing position. This contiiiued until there came a time when tlie ddainee could no longer 
stand at all and became unconscious. 

6. E?qx)SUTe to Cold. Tlie detainee stated that his interrogators put ice direcUy against his skin, 
all over liis body, hiterrogators would pour water over his head and body. When flie ice melted, 
new ice was put in his clofliing or suit. Tliis was used in cojijunction witli the Sleep Deprivation 

tecliniques. 



7 H(l]760 states tliat as a result of ti ii s torture he was coerced into signing a statement that 
implicated liim in the fpp) ' ^m^ ^^l^ detainee lias since recanted 

fliat statement. Witliin the tim e tliat he has been compl etely compHanl, he has denied ever being

8. Recommendation, Pass this infonnation up tlie cliaiii of command to fiiciiitate an 
investigation into tlie detainee's allegation of torture.

The detainee stated that several detainees were coming and 
going, and that there was loud music and AraWc translations going on in other rooms 
near his interrogation booth. The detainee stated there were many organizations and 
people involved in this operation that did not know one another. 

The 
guards did not allow the detainee to shower unless he began to stink, then the guards 
would grab him and made him take a shower.
